chocolate-lover in ten knows from 

whence the popular delicacy came 
to the countries in which it is most ex- 
tensively used, We have an idea that the 
French, who make more of chocolate 
than any other people—using it as food 
and drink évery day in the* year—were 
the original importers from some un- 
known quarter of the tropics. If a tri- 
fle better read in the history ‘of foods, 
we trace it back to the Spaniards, who 
knew its:virtues early in the. sixteenth 
century and taught these to their 
friends and neighbors, the French. In 
America the belief in the foreign ori- 
gin of chocolate as an article of food 
and commerce is s0 well established 
that our housemother and her college- 
bred daughter may read with surprise 
the announcement that the Spaniards 
learned the use of it from the Mexicans, 
who had cultivated the evergreen shrub 
known to botanists as‘‘Theobroma ca- 
cao” for centuries before the invading 
ships from the Old World touched the 
Californian coast. The natives prepared 
it as a beverage by grinding the ripe 
beans of the cacao tree and mixing 
them with cornmeal and spices. So an- 
cient and dishonorable is the art of 
adulteration of foods!

FA The seeds were ground into a rich, 
oily paste; this was pressed into moulds 
and dried into cakes of ‘‘chocolatl,” or, 
as some have it, ‘“cacaotl.’’ There re- 
mains, after the oily part of the seeds 
has been ®éxtracted, a dry powder, 
which, when mixed with water or milk

inclosing the seeds are dried and pound- 
ed into “cocoa shells,” This last is yet 
milder than broma, and is often drunk 
in large quantities by nursing mothers 
to increase the flow of milk. 

The brief history of the fivaluable 
bean, its products and by-products, 
should be conned by the lovers of the 
various forms of chocolate. The author 
of the work from which I draw the out- 
lines of this sketch says, dryly enough: 
“In a@ pure state it is very nourishing. 
It is extensively adulterated with rice- 
meal, oatmeal, flour, potato-fat, starch, 
roasted nuts and almvoads.” Reading 
further, we learn something that may 
put a testing-rod into the hands of our 
housemother: 

“Good chocolate is smooth, firm, sol-

Any even-numbered’ section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
sented y any personwho isthe sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of age, to the 
pop reny of one-quarter section of 160 acres, more

The eggs from which these fishes 
were hatched came from the United 
States fish hatcheries at Wytheville, 
Va., and the eggs ftom which the par- 
ent fishes were there hatched came 
from. the United States fish hatcheries 
on the McCloud river, in Shasta coun- 
ty, northern California, which is the 
natiye home of the rainbow trout, in 
the tributaries of the Sacramento. 

By the distribution of eggs’ it has 
within the last thirty years been trans- 
planted into various eastern» waters, so 
that it is now to be found on this as 
well as on the other side of the conti- 
nent—-New York Sun.
